Then our lira 
opened and a moment later the 
American infantrymen rushed out in 
attack driving back the foe. The 
pursuit was continued until the first 
enemy trenches were emptied and the 
Germas had been driven back to their 
support trenches. 
"Enemy artillery activity was fol- 


lowed by extremely active shelling 
by our heavy artillery which silenced 
two enemy batteries."

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NATION'S WAR DIRECTORS IN CONFERENCE 


AT THE WHITE HOUSE; SPEED UP PROGRAM 
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Washington, April 8.—-the na- 


tion's war-making agency has achiev- 
ed a close harmony of action in the 
last two weeks through the Wednes- 
day conferences at the White House, 
which high officials said today has 
speeded the prosecution of-the fight 
for democracy to the point of great- 
est efficiency yet reached.

BONDS OR STAMPS? 


A reader who desires to loan his 


money to the government and help 
win the war asks -which is the bet- 
ter investment: Liberty bonds or 
War Savings stamps. 
He inquires 


"Which 
shall 
I 
buy, bonds or 


stamps?" 


Our answer is 
"Buy both, if 


possible." 


So far as the security is concerned 


there is absolutely no difference be- 
tween the bonds or the stamps 
Uncle Sam guarantees the payment 
of both principal and interest in 
either case. For the large investor 
^the bonds are more attractive 
In 


fact, the law limits the investment 
in stamps to $1000 for one individ- 
ual or corporation. 


The new Liberty bonds pay 4.25 


per cent interest, while the interest 
rate on the War Savings stamps is 4 
per cent, compounded quartely, or 
4.27 straight interest. The value of ! 
the War Savings stamps is fixed by 
the government which guarantees to 
pay both principal and interest at 
any time upon 10 days' notice, but 
It the stamps are cashed before Jan- 
uary 1, 1923 the interest rate is 
about 3 per cent instead of 4 27 per 
cent which is paid if the stamps are 
held for 
four 
and 
three-fourths 


years. On the other hand, while the 
value of the bonds depends upon the 
market, there is little doubt that 
they will sell at a premium after the 
I 


war is, over. While the bonds may 
be placed in a safe place, it is only 
necessary to have the stamps regis- 
tered to insure the owner against 
theft or loss, and registration costs 
nothing. 


War Savings stamps are nothing 


more or less than "baby bonds" 
Like the bonds the government is 
pledged to their full payment. 


The government asks the people 


Of Licking county to buy %977,050 
worth of the third Liberty bonds 
and the advance sales clearly indi- 
cate that the amount will be sub- 
scribed promptly. 
Within a few 


days the war-work organization of 
600 men will go out among the 
people and offer these bonds.

The War Savings stamp

Last year the number of deaths 


of infants under five was 300,000. 
To reduce this appalling loss of pros- 
pective national strength, the federal 
children's bureau Is to launch a 
baby-saving campaign April 6. 


Some of the practical measures 


for which the bureau is working are 
these. 


Immediate registration of births, 


medical skill provided at once where 
parents cannot afford it, care for 
both mother and child at time of 
birth, clinics to which sickly chil- 
dren can be brojight for examination, 
and a nation-wide campaign to have 
babies weighed and measured, to see 
if they are up to standard. 


It used to be remarked, that our 


government spent millions to study 
and prevent diseases in hogs, but 
spent nothing on its children. 
A 


federal children's bureau has now 
been established, but only a begin- 
ning has been made toward saving 
wasted child-life. 


The business community has been 


far too indifferent to this loss. If 
children had been properly cared 


American industrv and finance have 
sulendully stood the stiain. but as 
the problems are new so the methods 
are also new 
Th^re is a needful 


readjustment evervwhere. a revalua- 
tion of essentials and luxuries, a re- 
ordering of lives to oomph with the 
nation's 
needs. 
Discomforts 
that 


would have anpalled the American 
neople in former vears have b?en 
born" with cheerfulness and in the 
full knowledge that coming years of 
war will bring increasing necessity of 
sacrifice. 


It was on Oft 10 that the first 


American 
soldiers 
entPied 
the 


French trenches to complete their 
training. 
On Nov. 26 the first casu- 


alty li«t was published in this coun- 
trv. These lists have not been large, 
but thev have been visible rcroof of 
America's earnestness. Later 
the 


American forces took over from the 
French a comparativelv quiet sector 
in 
Lorraine. 
Recentlv 
American 


troops have been dispatched to par- 
ticipate in the great battle in Picardy, 
and now it is announced that part of 
the Verdun line has been placed in 
American keeping. 
Ob\iously, the 


government cannot permit publica- 
tion of the precise number of Ameri- 
can troops in France, but this reca- 
jpitulation of their actmties shows 
that they are no longer a mere rain- 
bow promise of an army to come. 


They are already a considerable 


force, enough to be of weight in de- 
ciding any battle in which they may 
participate. 


More than anything that has di- 


rectly concerned American's prepara- 
tion for war, the great struggle of 
the last two weeks has made the war 
real to America 
Though there has 


been no lack of patriotic endeavor 
and no doubt as to America's loyalty 
to the common cause, our distance 
from the actual scene of war has in- 
evitably made our intersst somewhat 
too detached and impfersonal. 
Hin- 


denberg's drive has impressed every 
intelligent American with the world's 
peril and has made clear the impor- 
tance and the difficulty of the role 
that America must plav. 
The war 


today is far more real than it was a 
month ago. As America's active par- 
ticipation becomes sfeadily 
larger 


the barrier of the Atlantic will no 
longer have the effect of making the 
war remote. 
It will be with every 


American, day and night, till the 
earth has been purged of the loath- 
someness of Prussianism.

enemy to dislodge them. Within the 
salient is an inhospitable zone which 
formed a part of No Man's Land in 
the first battle of the Somme.
